Cotton Culture Abroad. 


Beside the interesting extracts which we 
give from our friend, who writes from the 
far off world of New Zealand, we add 
a suggestive and interesting account 
of the experiment now going on in 
the island of Tahiti, in the production of 
cotton. We confess our surprise at the 
magnitude of the experiment as well as its 
suecess. It is a matter of no slight con- 
cern to this people, to see how a competi- 
tion at some future day, and not very re- 
mote at that, is likely to be established to 
our serious detriment. A few more turns 
of the Thad Stevens’ thumb screw.called a 
tax on cotton, would have been worth a 
good deal to ourrivals in Tahiti. But hap- 
pily now Governor Bullock is compressed 
again to the modest dimensions of an or- 
dinary Governor, and the days of satraps 
and black-mailers are numbered, our old- 
time energies will bound forward in the 
great race for supremacy in this grandest 
of all agricultural and commercial inter- 
ests We will venture to add while on this 
subject, that, in the South at least, the ex- 
pansion of cotton culture has been arrested 
for an indefinite period. So far from clear-

ing new lands to extend the culture of our 
great staple, we shall not in years to come 
be able to reclaim the open lands now rap- 
idly returning to bush and bramble, that 
once brought millions to the general 


wealth of the country. No mortal intelli-

On her return trip to 
Tahiti the schooner takes from Auckland 
large supplies of every description of goods 
necessary to the plantation.

In London, the rain is 24.10 
inches, but in some districts of the west of 
England double that quantity falls The 
quantity of rain falling is perhaps larger 
even than in Auckland. 

But the number of fair days, say 200, is 
a fair proportion. Dews are frequent and 
particularly heayy during the winter 
months. .Fogs are rare on the sea coast, 
owing to the brisk wind which hardly ever 
ceases to blow, but in the interior they rest 
upon the lakes and water courses, until 
dispelled by the sun or driven away by 

the winds. This abundant moisture’ ren- 

ders vegetation so vigorous that it covers 

the rocks where only a thin layer ot veg- 

etable mould is found. «It is not injurious 
to health, as the country is so well drained 

that swamps are comparatively rare and of 
smail extent; besides it feeds the numer- 

ous streams and rivulets which render this 
island one of the best watered countries of 
the globe. Rain falls in New Zealand in 

all months in the year, but the largest 

quantity falls in the winter and spring.
